You have no idee whet kind of an investi- 
gation I did on Bringuier and bow successful it wee. Had the C”se como to 
trial he'd neve gone to jail.ft.nd, beyond any doubt, he is a fascist n nd an 
enti-semite in addition. Now all of this was very costly to me, in time and i 
in money, recuiring much travelling, to New Orleans on a number of occasions 
and to 'Vashingtcn, to comb toe national Archives. Even the xeroxing cost was, 
to me, considerable. 

Bair ought to remember tnat I insisted on going to trial and Lucas 
certainly does. I did let Lucae handle it the way hr v.ented in deference l 

ro Dell and Oerabi, because the alternative was to run tueir legal costs up. 

They’d have had to pay him for a trial. The truth ia that tuis was else 
Bair's desire, but he honestly told me the decision would not be bis. 

This amounts to about $1,700 to me, the difference between having 
to pay a tnird and not having to - and my own costs were in excess of this, 
as Bair will realize if ue stops to think obout it. Aside from which there 
1 g no way they could have gotten an invastiga tion of Erlnguier for this sum 
and nobody who had the knowledge to do the inve tigaticn I did. I had no 1 

interest in avoiding court. My inter-st was the opposite, to fix the scum 
good and to have tae oubliclty sell the books. Even if Brlnguior ns d wen, 
which was Impossible, what was he going to collect from me? I could have 
ignored the whole matter without loss or cost. IVhat Boir is now seeking to 
charge me with is not a legitimate charge against me. But the big thing is 
ia It contrary to what he himself agreed to. If you nrooosed the third to him, 
would you please, if you heve occasion to discuss this with him, also remind 
him of his 10^3 letter? The difference to you is about #170. 

So far, this nas cost ma an additional $750.00. In Hew York, it 
would have been about ^1,000. A uat, iu itself, is hurt enough.
